dealings with Italy. -It is hoped, however, ‘that 
the experience gained during the operation of 
the branch of the bank will prove useful in solv- 
ing the problem of the liquidation of the Bank 
of Ethiopia, which is expected to take place at 


an early date. ; 
The ‘reluctance of the natives to acccpt Italian notes in- 
stead of the silver coins to which they are accustomed is now 
_ being gradually overcome. Abyssinian silver dollars, for which 
14 Hire were paid but o short time ago, are now offered by the 
natives at the price of five lire apiece.

Tho reault of being told . only 
what wo must not do is the pro- 
duetion of negative charactors, 80 
that people aro content to spend 
their lives in trying to void the! 
puddles ‘of sin, instead of satting| 
their faces to sealo the heights. 

Tn the Gospels wo aro told Our 
Lord warned His disciples 
that, unless thoy could be better 
peopl, than the Beribes and 
Pharisees, thoy could not possibly 
be reckoned as belonging to the 
Kingdom, It may be worth while 
trying to understand what Ho roally 
meant. 
‘ The Pharisccs 

It would bo a complete mistake 
to imagine that theso Phnrisecs 
wore not good peopls. On tho con- 
trary thoy wero the “unco’ guid” 
of their ‘country, tho Puritans of 
their day. They wero commonly 
uceopted as tho standard pattern of 
goodness. A Pharisce was a man 
whose sole aim and object in life 
was to keop perfectly the Ten Corn- 
inandments and all the other 638 
ordinances, not to mention the tra- 
ditions, which constituted tho ‘Law 
of God. 80 he kept tho Sabbath, 
wont to the Synagoguo, fasted twiee 
n week,’ and observed to three 
placeg of decimals all the rules 
about meals ond coremonial wash- 
ings. 

Those who did this perfectly werp 
snid to bo “rightcous,’’ i.e., necept- 
nblo and pleasing to God. Conse- 
qttcntly ovory one looked ‘up to the 
Phariseo na the model of what con- 
stituted « renlly good man—overy- 
body except Christ, Who snid protty 
bluntly thot thoy might bo righto- 
ous,’ but thoy were certainly not 
good; anyway, -not.ns God under- 
stands goodness.

Mr..Byvanck was born in Batn- 
vin, Netherlands Ent Indics,, on 
Ducember 4, 1808, and received ‘his 
education in Amsterdam. At tho 
age of 17 ho tricd tho soa us o carcer 
but, finding that tho sco neither 
liked him, nor ho tho sea, he aban- 
doned it within a year. His short 
experionce of forcign travel, how- 

vor, had givon lym tho ides of try- 
ing the consular service and ho ect 
himeclf to study with that object. 
His study was interrupted by his 
threo years’ military sorvice, which 
ho performed jn tho cavalry,” On 
completion of his service ho reaum- 
ed his studies ond in 1019 passed 
his oxaminatinns.

At all seasons of the yesrand,at” 
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figures published by the 
Water Authority showing 
the enormous daily consumption 
and how nearly we had come to 
further festrictions of water 
supply are certainly surprising 
to most of us, and make one 
wonder why the Shing Mun-re- 
servoir was so long delayed. We 
were taking an enormous risk 
in relying on a normal rainfall 
every year, when nothing is 
more certain than that abnormal 
failures of downfall do occur al- 
most everywhere, and a water 
famine in a crowded city is a 
first-class disaster. 

There need never have been 
any question about the finance 
of such necessary public works. 
The rule that they must depend 
on strict calculations of the 


rateable value and the annual‘ 


revenue of a colony—particular- 
Iy of a Crown Colony in the 
early stages of development—is 
an example of what Lord Mil- 


ner called “the singularly wooden’ 


lack of imagination which has 
pervaded the methods of ad- 
ministration of our Colonial 
Office.” For three-quarters of a 
century before the Great War 


‘the British Governmenti could 


borrow at 3 per cent., and for a 
quarter of a century at 2%. All 
the essential equipment of a 


-new Colony could have been pro- 


vided by loans that even with 


-a.sinking fund allowance would 


have saved much expense to the 
settlers, would have quickened 
up development, and would by 
now have been paid off. 
If the money spent on the 
Boer wars had been invest- 
ed in supplying the country 
with a trunk railway, it would 
have been a sound investment 


_ financially, and would have gain- 
ed not only commercial profit- 


but the gratitude of the up- 
country population. Money is 
once more cheap fn London, and 
most of the old“channels of in- 
vestment are no longer attrac- 
tive. Why not consult the Crown 
Colony Governments as to schemes 
of-improvement? The tradition 
that Government money shall 
only be spent on defence schemes 
suchas the Singapore Base has 
only long usage in its favour.
